Earl Blitz, outspoken but

Secretary of Agriculture this nation has ever known 
decided to step down from his post after a joke he told 
was published in several newspapers and cam e to the 
attention of President Ford President Fw d. as it is 
well known, did not ask for Butz's resignation, but 
seriously reprim anded the Secretary of Agriculture 
for his statem ents 
The response to the statements were quick, and 
mostly bi partisan Democrats were calling for his 
dismissal when the news first broke, along with some 
Republicans All because of a dirty joke. 
Butz publically apologized for his comments, 
stating that they were not hts true feeling, just an old 
joke that he passed in light conversation, a private 
conversation on a plane coming home from the 
Republican National Convention in Kansas City 
Most will say Butz was wrong for telling a jose with 
a racial slur. But it seems odd that even after the 
recent scandals in Washington and with government 
officials falling right and left, the people of the United 
States still hold public officials on a pedestal. 
There is no way of condoning the statem ents made 
by the Agriculture .Secretary but racial jokes are 
many in this great nation At one tim e or another 
almost everyone has made reference to those of

It is not now possible for any 
public figure to have any private life while he or she is 
in front of the public Whether this is because of the 
extensive media coverage now present, or the fact 
that the courts have determined time and time again 
that a public figure has no private life is not known. 
Butz clearly made a mistake, a mistake he has paid 
for and will continue to pay for dearly After ail. it 
cost him a very powerful job, a job at which he was 
good 
For public officials there is no private life That in

Governor Oti»R. Bowen 


Hoosiers by the thousands derive leisure 
time pleasure from fishing Indiana'! lake* 
and stream s An aggressive program earned 
out by the Indiana Department of Natural 
Resources is improving their luck 
The stole has revitalized its fish hatchery 
system, with two brand new hatcheries now 
operational.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — For the first 
time a study has been made of just who is 
getting food stam ps from the government It 
may help to dispel some of the charges 
leveled against the program since it was

But the study compiled by the staff of the 
House Agriculture Committee learned that 
the vast majority of food stamp recipients 
are those who need them The staff does not 
draw that conclusion, but its figures do. 
As of last June there were 16 3 million 
persons receiving food stamps in the United 
States costing $5 7 billion 
The two-year, $2UO,(JOO study, primarily a 
compilation of previous General Accounting 
Office and other reports, indicated the 
average household had a gross income of 
$305 per month, including Social Security 
payment* 
On the ends of that scale, about 6 per cent 
of the families receiving food stomps had no 


income and 2 per cent had gross incomes of 
$1,000 or more monthly The latter qualified 
for stamps because of the number of 
dependents or other circumstances, the 
study said. 
There was a college student in 5.6 per cent 
of the households receiving the stamps and 
in 75 per cent of those households a college 
student was head of the household But the 
committee said that 52 per cent of the 
students receiving stamps work while going 
to school and 40 per cent of them are 25 or 
older

POISONING ranks 
third w Uh the accidental ingestion of aspirin a leading factor 
Misuse of bleaching compounds, insecticides, solvents, etc also 
contribute to many poisonings 
GUN ACCIDENTS are fifth in place Do you know that m ore

All in all considering the potential for falls, fires, poisonings, 
while the kitchen and bath are the m ajor hazard arna*, the 
entire Am erican home is a booby trap fur the unwary.
